past year the work was confined to 
dredging in the channel over the Hud- 
son bay, which has facilitated the pas- 
sage of raft boats with their large 
tows. 


The report of Maj. Jones on the 


Minnesota river shows that 5128,020 
have been expended on the stream up 
to June 30, 1894. 


The same officer in his report on 


reservoirs at the headwaters of the 
Mississippi 
river

work, 


including 
examination. 
at 
pro- 


posed dam sites, hydrological observa- 
tions, land damages, amounts paid to 
commissioners in attempted settlement 
of awards to Indians, and care and 
maintenance of works to the close of 
last fiscal year amounted to 5771,033. 
The benefit of the reservoir volume 
extended over some 425 miles of river 
below Grand Rapids, of which 200 miles 
are navigable by steamer. The system 
has increased the depth of the channel 
at St. Paul between one and one and a 
half feet. The annual report of Capt. 
II. F. Hodges on the improvement of the 
upper Missouri river between Stubbs 
Ferrv and the lower limits of Sioux 
City shows that during the year just 
ended about S10S,405 was expended,

Finding of the Bodies of the Two 


Pietzel Children 


In the Cellar of a House in Toronto 


Recalls Another Murder ., 


Committed In Philadelphia Some Time 


Ago- That of the Children** Father— U. 


Hoi me»,Now Under ArreHt,SUHpecte<l 


of the Crime* for the linurance. 


TORONTO, Ont, July 16.—The bodies 


of Alice and Nettie Pietzel, the miss- 
ing- daughters of Benjamin F. Pietzel, 
were found by Detective Cruddy, of 
Toronto, and Detective G. E. Geyo, of 
Philadelphia, Monday afternoon, bur- 
ied in the cellar of house No. 10 St. 
Vincent street. H. Holmes, now under 
arrest at Philadelphia, is believed to 
have deliberately murdered the girls 
after he had first murdered their father 
in Philadelphia, Inquiries by the po- 
lice led to the knowledge that Holmes 
and the children lived at the house in 
question, and search was made by the 
two officers. 


Tljey were both nude and laid there 


since last October. 


The bodies of the little ones were 


buried three feet from the surface and 
were in a fair state of preservation. 


Holmes, the alleged murderer of the 


girls, is held in Philadelphia on a 
charge of conspiracy, and a nice legal 
point now presents itself. 
The mur- 


der having been committed in Canada, 
the case must be tried within its boun- 
daries, but as Holmes has pleaded 
guilty to one charge in the United 
States, he may insist on beiujr isentenc- 
ed for that 


Holmes, alias Harmon Mudgett, alias 


H. H. Howard, was born in New Ha- 
ven, Conn., and attended a medical 
school at Uurlington, Vt, and later at 
Ann Arbor, Mich. 
He was married at 


the latter place. He and a'friend swin- 
dled an insuranre company in Chicago 
out of 813,000 soon after graduating. 
They made another haul of 510,000 in n 
similar way. 


Holmes went into the drug business 


and speculated. His wife went home 
and he married another woman, with 
whom, he went to California. 
Return- 


ing in about a year he went to house- 
keeping with the woman typewriter oi 
the company, whose acquaitance he- 
had formed. 
He tried to cheat a fire 


insurance company out of 500,000 but 
failed, and learning that his type- 
writer and her sister had inherited S")0,- 
000 laid a scheme to get the money. The 
sister came to live with them and dis- 
appeared, while he and Minnie, the 
typewriter girl, took up their abode at 
the Plaza hotel, Chicago. 


Holmes next appeared in Terre 


Haute, Incl., where he bailed Pietzel 
out of jail. From there he went to 
Franklin, Ind., where he married Mis: 
Yoke, and they spent their honeymoon 
in Denver, where Holmes made' 527,000 
in speculation. 


At Philadelphia later on he and Piet- 


zel played the last card. Pietzel wa 
insured in the Philadelphia Mutual for 
810,000. On September 3 he was found 
dead in the house at 131G Callowhill 
street, which he had rented under the 
name of P.. F. Perry. His body was 
badly burned and the face was almost 
unrecognizable. Holmes, Pietzel's wife 
and children identified the body as 
Pietzel's and 57,500 of the insurance 
nionev was paid over. 


The'n Train Robber Hedgespath gave 


the whole case away to Chief of Police 
Harrison because Lawyer Howe, whom 
he had gotten into the conspiracy, had 
not paid him the promised reward. 


Holmes.%vas traced to Toronto, Bur- 


lington and Boston, and in the latter 
city was arrested, the 
boy being 


traced to Indianapolis and the two 
girls to Toronto. 


Holmes awaits sentence in Philadel- 


phia for insurance fraud, and the po- 
lice expect to fix several murders on 
him.

The Republican senatorial conven- 


tion of the Seventh district, composed 
of Adams, Jackson, Piko and Scioto 
counties, mot at the Grand opera house 
this morning at half past tou o'clock. 
Three-quarters of an hour later it 
adjourned, having nominated, by ac- 
clamation, a self-sutHciont old fellow 
named filias Crandall, from Jackson 
county. 


The convention was what Boss Foster 


tho statesman from Carey's Run would 
characterise as a "jiin dandy." It was 
also mado up of "Jim dandy's," alt, or 
nearly all, the second-rate politicians 
in tho district havhu-' boon rewarded 
for fealty to tho party by being put on 
tho senatorial delegation. It was a 
cheap and convenient way of pay- 
ing off political debts. A great muny 
delegates, however, "forgot" about the 
convention and failed to show up and 
as a result there wore great gaps iu 
most of tho delegations. Especially 
was this trno of Adams county, which 
county was represented by two or 
throo'lono statesmen. It was said that 
some of tho delegates would arrive on 
the noon 0. V. & V. train, but they 
might as well have staid at homo. The 
convention did uot want them or need 
thorn. This Wiis aU-> true of half of 
tho Pike coun'y .>.l:UosmoD. who arrived

Tlioro was not ouuugh enthusiasm in 


tho convention to got up a first class 
yoll, oven when Tin-God McKinlcy's 
'name was mentioned. Tho only man 
of tho 35 or 40 delegates present, who 
displayed any energy whatever, was 
"Boss" Foster, of Carey's Run, Ohio. 
In fact "Boss" was tho bright particu- 
lar star of tho aggregation. Tho situ- 
ation was tersely, if inelegantly sum- 
med up by one of Foster's Carey's Run 
admirers, who remarked after tho con- 
vention that "Boss kind 'er run tho 
whole d 
d shootin' match." The 


"whole d—-d shootin' match" didn't 
amount to much, but what there was 
of it, Boss certainly "run," 


The convention was called to order 


by Harry Ball, osq., at 10:30 o'clock, 
Chairman 0. B. Gould, of the senatorial 
committee not being present. Ball an- 
nounced Dr, Arthur Noble, of Adams 
county, as chairman and S. L, Patter- 
son, of Pike, as secretary, this being 
tho temporary organization. Ur. Noble 
declined to act as chairman and J. N. 
Pattou. of West Union, consented to go 
second Itddlo tind proceeded to lot the 
convention run itself. 
Mr. Pattou said 


tho convention was there for business 
and ho did not consider it his business 
to take up its time making a speech. 


At the suggestion of Mr. Foster, of 


Carey's Run, committee on credentials 
was dispensed with and roll of counties 
called. A stray delegate from ouch 
announced the delegation full and no 
contests. 


Mr. Foster, of Carey's Run, moved 


tlxat tho temporary organization bo 
made permanent, put the question nud 
declared it carried. 


Mr. Foster then declared that nomtn 


ation of a candidate for stale senator 
was in order and instructed Chairman 
Patton to have tho roll called. This 
was done. 


When Jackson county was reached 


in the roll call, a young lawyer 
from 


Jackson town, named T. A. Jones, 
shied his castor into tho ring and an- 
nouucod "Old Man" Crandall as a can- 
didate.
